JAPANESE OFFICIAL'S VIEW. 


London, .Inne S—rFhe Japanese embassy s not, inclilied to plaee 


too much confidence in the reports that the way for peace is now 
open and tluit a cessation of hostilities is likely to follow soon. 
Secretary Koike, speaking: for Ambassador Hayashi. today said 
to yonr correspondent: 
"The statement that .Russia is desirous 


of learning- our terms of peace is perhaps true. But that does not 
mean that the end of war is in sig-ht. We are extremely snspic-ioiis 
of newspaper Veports from St. Petersburg'. We believe the gov- 
ernment is endeavoring' to direct a newspaper campaign to further 
its own ends. The way to learn our terms is by direct appeal from 
St. Petersburg- to Tokyo- We have no objection'to America acting: 
as a buffer for Russian pride, but our terms will not be enunciate 1 
until we have direct assurance that the request comes from Si. 
Petersburg and not simply on behalf of friendly powers which are 
acting officially. 


"What our trms will consist of nobody knows. They have noi 


yet been formulated but when they are drawn np it will be for 
Knssia to accept or reject them. We do not care to enter into a 
campaign of haggling. 
While we want peace we do not want it 


so badly that we are willing to lessen our just demands. Our army 
is in better position that ever before to deliver a decisive land 
blow, which will soon fall unless Russia means business on the 
peace qnesion and is not, attempting a diplomatic; campaign of 
proerasination." 


FRENCH AMBASSADOR SEES THE PRESIDENT. 


AVashiugton. June 8—Ambassador Jusserand, representative 


of France, made a call on the President early this morning. It is 
believed he has received advices from his government as to thv- 
att.itnde of Russia regarding peace. 
On Icaviny the President's 


office after being there three-quarters of an hour. M. Jusserand 
said the subject of his call was too important a matter forBhim to 
disclose. Asked whether Russia had requested peace terms from 
the Japanese he smilingly said: ''I can say nothing. You shonlj 
ask the Czar."

state Loomis had a ten minute conference with the president con- 
cerning which he said he could give out nothig for publication. 
"Absolute silence reigns,'' he replied to a question as to whetii"r 
Russia had sued for peace. 


GERMAN FOREIGN OFFICE SKEPTICAL. 
Berlin, June S—The German foreiirn office is very skeptic'*] 


as to the outcome of the present peace efforts. 
The officials ex- 


press the belief that the optimistic views held in some quarters 
that pence would he brouirht about are premature. 
The predomi- 


nant opinion in diplomatic circles coincides with this view, li is 
felt that it will require at least one more crushinir defeat of Rus- 
sia's land forces before peae-e will even be within measurable dis- 
tance. 


CZAR WANTS TO LEARN JAPAN'S TERMS. 
Paris. .June 8—The conviction is growing here that peace is 


sensibly nearer. It is thoutrht that the action of the Zemtvo con- 
gress at Moscow and the encriretic steps which have been taken 
by Russian agitators despite the prohibitory measures which hav 
been taken against them had more to do with shaking the determi- 
nation of the Czar to prolong the war than the representations of 
his ministers or the advice of the other powers. 


The only definite authorized news to be heard here this morn- 


ing, however, is that the Czar does not desire absolute peace at 
this moment, but rather seeks an armistice for 'the discussion of 
peace terms. In the meantime he is determined to maintain <ien- 
eral Linevitch's army at its mamimnm strength as he is convinced 
that the Russians can win the next land battle and that better 
terms can be obtained then than are obtainable at present.

01' the Civil war. 
In 1879 he was elect- 


ed to the Ohio state senate and three 
years later became a member of the 
Democratic state central committee. 


In 1SS'.', he was elected to Congress 


from the Newark district and served 
three terras, becoming one of a group 
of Democrats with Cox, Randall, Crisp, 
Carlisle. Morrison, Hurd and others. 


Mr. Wilkins was chairman of the 


committee on banking and currency 
and figured prominently 
in all 
the 


financial dUmssions. He was known, 
in congress as a "Randall Democrat." 


Including his six years in congress, 


Mr. Wilkins has been identified with. 
the city of Washington 22 years. 
He 


acquired a majority interest in 
the 


Washington Post in 1889 and five years 
later acquired the minority interest- 
He was a director and stockholder in 
many of the prominent corporations of 
this city. He held membership in the 
board df trade and the Business Men's 
association and served on important 
committees at the inaugural ceremon- 
ies and other notable events. 


Mr. Wiikins is survived by a widow 


and two sons. Mrs. Wilkins was Em-

That promise, I sup- 
pose, saved my life, for my appendix 
so well appreciated the future in store 
for it that it came out all right. Aud 
1 kept my promise too. 


"As soon as 1 got strong I went to a 


jeweler in Providence, and. giving him 
the appendix, I told him that I wanted 
it incased iu as handsome a watch 
charm as he could turn out. And it 
was a beauty. It looked something 
like a miniature of the obelisk in Cen- 
tral park, Xew York, though it had a 
triangular instead of a square base. 
It was of silver and about two and a 
half inches long. Within, hermetically 
sealed, was the appendix. Without, on 
three sides, were engraved the initials 
of the doctors, the nurses and the 
friends who were with me when I 
came out of the ether. On the base 
were my own initials aud the date of 
the operation. I hitched it to rny watch 
chain and wore it constantly ever 
since, until that lurch of the automo- 
bile threw it out into the road.

loss has been a severe blow to me. as 
I had become especially attached to if

Two new armies came to assist the 


main force at the battle of Mukden, 
one marching up to juncture with ei- 
ther end of the winter line. 
Nogi's 


men had only finished the sfege at 
Port Arthur when they had to begin 
a tramp of 200 miles iu the cold and 
wiudy period of lute January and early 
February. 


A Part of the Japanese Strategy. 
Yon may hear in Tokyo—as I heard 


•when 1 passed through—how the new 
army of the east (the Japanese right) 
•was sent through Korea in order to 
give the impression that its destina- 
tion was A'ladivostok. 
By marching 


around Robin Hood's bam the uew ar- 
iny of the east had fooled the enemy 
completely. It had sprung out of the 
air on Kuropatkin's left and was doing 
the work of the battle already in 
progress. This much you learned in 
the most confidential way from the 
gossip of the capital. The truth is, so 
far as I can ascertain, that the Jap- 
anese made a great secret of this new 
army's existence, when as a matter of 
fact they would have been, deeply dis- 
appointed had not Kuropatkiu heard 
all about it through his secret service. 
Kuropatkin rose to the bait. He 
thought that the Japanese were trying 
to turn his left. He sent his reserves 
to - the east, and that was precisely 
what the Japanese wanted. 


The real secret was to the west, the 


Japanese left. 
It was simple, as all 


battle plans are, to wage battle along 
the whole of the enemy's line, feint on 
his left and strike on his right. 


On Feb. 20 Nogi was mobilized in 


the little town of Shapeiho, about 
twelve miles west of Liaoyang. The 
czar was not move carefully watched 
during the riots in St. Petersburg than 
this force, -which was as large as 
Lee's army upon its 
surrender to 


Grant. Most of the cavalry at Oyaraa's 
command formed a screen in front of 
liim from the left of the Japanese 
works to the bank of the Liao. The 
Oossacks never penetrated it or got 
arotmd it; no native took the informa- 
tion to Mukden; Kuropatkin 
never 


smclled a mouse. The town where 
Nogi waited was sealed by sabers and 
out-bines. But the time was not yet 
ripe for Nogi to advance. 
"When he 


went it must be rapidly, lest the eue- 
iny should be warned and prepare for 
him. 


The Beginning of tbe Battle. 


It was the place of the new army of 


the east to call attention to itself by 
the first movement of the battle. Its 
first fight on its advance was at Chiu- 
Locheu on Feb. 23. This was not seri- 
ous. It kept on advancing on the 2-lth, 
2oth and 20th, having to meet the ene- 
ruy in little more, than rear guard ac- 
tions. By this time it was on a line 
with the main positions of the Japa- 
nese, but between these two points 
there was a bend in the line toward 
tne southward. 


Here Kuroki's -army, which had hith- 


erto formed the right, was posted. Its 
three divisions were set differing and 
difficult tasks in pressing forward to 
relieve any pressure on the new army 
<uid to insure that once Kuropatkiu 
had removed his reserves to this side 
of Mukden he would be kept too busy 
there to withdraw them until Nozi had 
firmly placed himself to the east of 
ilukden, threatening the railroad. 


One division was concentrated and 


»ent right around the right of the other 
two divisions of Kuroki. They ad- 
vanced ten miles on the 24th without 
opposition, but by the 27th the new 
army and the First army began to ap- 
preciate how strongly Kuropatkin had 
prepared for the expected flanking 
movement on his left. With stubborn 
positions in front of them one division 
of Kuroki's army had the assistance o? 
a brigade and a concentrated artillery 
fire. The division which had wheeled 
on the 20th attacked AVanfuJin. They 
found tbe Russians in greater number* 


than (Tiey pxpp»'t»Hl. Thoy TimTTvpn xiu- 
nblo to reconnoiter the slopes approach- 
ing the Russian works, which were 
steeper thaw they had anticipated. On 
the 27th we.:riiiess and a driving snow- 
storm held them back. On the 28th 
they suspomlO'l their siuaik and scou;- 
ed the positions before them, and i'or 
seven days the right was to make little 
further progress. On the 27ih the cur- 
tain ^is wiihdrawu, and Nogi took tho 
stage. The cavalry which had screened 
him fell back on to ihe bank ol" the 
Liao river to protect his flank. On the 
28th he made fifteen miles without op- 
position of account. 


He was now up even with the center. 


From end to end the Japanese line was 
a hundred miles long. Thus the lirst 
period of the operation may be said to 
have closttl \viai i-t-ljruury. only lliu 
right had been engaged as yet. It had 
felt of the enemy and found him 
strong, not even yet realizing how far 
his strength there was to prove to be 
his strategical weakness. Nogi, pro- 
ceeding across the plain, was not yet 
opposed. The casualties were few on 
either side. On March 1 the issue was 
fairly joined. 


There is an impression that the Japa- 


nese army takes no chances. That is 
because it always wins. Had Oyama 
failed at Mukden all the world would 
have marveled how he had dared to 
take such risks, which would then have 
been pointed out as the reasons of his 
undoing. 


Consider this one tiling: When the re- 


sult was still in doubt and the buttle a: 
its height every single man was fight- 
ing. The reserve consisted solely of a 
supreme confidence taut no portion of 
the line could be driven back. We 
speak of the value of the trust • o* 
troops in their general. The significant 
feature at Mukden was the trust of a 
general in his troops and their com- 
manders. 


"With at least 800,000 men engaged, 


counting both sides, this was supreme- 
ly necessary. 


The field of Marengo or a Chaucel- 


lorsville was as a suburban yard be- 
side a Dakota farm. That Napoleonic 
genius of seizing the moment's advan- 
tage, of launching a brigade upon a 
weak point or marching it within an 
afternoon from flank to flank, might 
not be exerted here or if so only by the 
heads of corps and divisions. To them 
the grand staff, had set each his task, 
for Mukden was many battles inter- 
woven into a gigantic movement. In 
order to accomplish each his object, 
which was in keeping with the whole 
plan, the different generals were ex- 
pected to nrake brilliant combinations, 
and they did. 


On the Russian side there was not 


one army, but three. On the center is 
Bilderliug, on the right (to the west.i is 
Kaulbars and on tbc left (to the east) is 
Liueviteh, with his Siberian reservists 
and sharpshooters, who understand 
mountain work, facing Kuroki. Surviv- 
ors of the Yalu, who have never won, 
face survivors of the Yalu, vrho have 
flever lost. 


Kuropatkin's 
plan, so far as we 


know, was based on an entire misap- 
prehension of his enemy's. He thought 
that Oyama was to throw all his 
strength into a flanking movement to 
the eastward. This conclusion he drew 
from the advance of the Yalu army 
through the mountains, as I have al- 
ready explained. It was the conclusion 
Oyama wanted him to draw. 


From the vital railroad westward tc 


the Liao stretched the open plain, with 
no defensive works and none.possible 
while the ground was still frozen. Thus 
it was plain as day that the west was 
the easiest direction from which to 
move in flank upon Mukden. Although 
the Japanese have chosen the easiest 
•way in every battle the;,' have fought, 
Kuropatkiu evidently thought that this 
time they were going to choose the dif- 
ficult way. 


Kuropatkin's Great Mistake. 


As against the plain on the west, it 


was all hill work on the east. North- 
west of Mukden the mountains extend 
farther westward and reach the rail 
road itself at Tiehling, forty miles 
north of Mukden. Kuropatkin already 
had a strong force in the east to face 
any flanking movement, which must 
fight its way over the slopes for twenty 
miles before his center was endan- 
gered. Hart he lost confidence in the 
courage as well as the intelligence of 
his troops? If so it seems that it wa 
without reason. We have a foeman's 
testimony to the stubborn tenacity of 
the Russians tvbev in trenches. Or was 
he afflicted, as some reports say, with 
nervous prostration? 


While he marched his reserves to the 


east Nogi was swinging in over the 
plain from the west. On March 1 he 
met one regiment, which promptly fell 
back. On the 2d he came up with only 
a few detachments. 
Like frightened 


rabbits by the wayside, they took a \ 
jpod look at his columns. Then, like 
wi.-;e rabbits, they ran away. On this 
day he made seven miles. 
At night 


Nogi was throe miles north of a line 
drawn cast and west through Mukden. 
He was facing the line of Russian re- 
treat to.the railroad instead of in the 
general direction of the army, to the 
north. 


Ncgi Strikes His First Blow. 


By this lime, waiting for the crisis to 


pnppsir on the loft. Kiiroimtkiti musi 
have had news of the danger to hi* 
right. Kaulbars sent out to meet it 
without plan two divisions as hastily 
as they could be dispatched. One v.-;c= 
ready before- the other and started off. 
On the morning of the 3d the first di- 
vision ran into .Nojji. Neither side was 
intrenched; 
neither 
could 
intrench. 


Thorp was tho shock of a real encoun- 
ter. Nogi fleidoyofl first and delivered 
his blow instantly. The Russians were 
quickly, ovonvholmingly beat":;. Th"y 
fled precipitately toward the north. In 
the afternoon the second division came 
up and did n little better in that its 
fragment"; fril bsck on the main body. 


Both divisions belonged to be Sii- 


teonili corps. fr<*«h from Europo. Many 
of the peasant soldiers f!id not under- 
stand the mechanism of their rifies, let 
alone the use of sight*. "I heir fate \va; 
precisely that of a {rain lo:id of escur- 
siouNts iu a collision. The Russians 
left :;,i.i.«) dc.ul bodies on the 
lie-id. 


Their total of casualties mu«l have 
been half of the 2iuc.ui men engaged. 
The co^t to Xogi was 
;>;HI wounded 


and killed. At the same time ho had 
made a good day's adviuice. He was 
within five miles of the railroad. 


The truth is that at this juncture the 


Japanese staff, who had staked all on 
an offensive stroke, were as much wor- 
ried as Kuropatkiu, who had staked all 
on the defensive. For his center and 
left were not budging. It \va« plain 
that Nogi must not beard the lion toy 
lai' until tut- oum' lumiwo came up. 
The easy time that he had moan a cor- 
respondingly hard time for Kuroki and 
Kawnmnra. 


Had the two Japanese corps facing 


Kuropatkin's right center shown no 
more harmony of execution than Kaul- 
bars and Bilderling he would never 
have been shaken. On Xogi's right was 
the bulldog army of Oku. whose tusk 
from Liaoyang onward has been to 
fight its way inch .by inch against 
frontal positions, to be the strong pivot 
while ti.j others wheel. As Nogi ex- 
tended his line northward Oku's left 
had to swing to the northeast, envelop- 
ing the western end of the Russian 
works and meanwhile separate one of 
its divisions from the main body in 
crossing the Hun. 


Kuropatkin recognized soon after his 


great error of uaisundorstandiiig the 
Japanese plan that this deadly angle 
was a vital point, and Nogi must wait 
on Oku's progress here. The two divi- 
sions to tiic east of the Hun were at- 
tached to Nodzu, making the center a 
unit. Oku himself took the north side 
with the third division and all the re- 
serves Oyama had at his command. 


The frozen ground would not permit 


the men once they had gained a little 
ground to throw up those hasty in- 
trenclnncnts whose life saving value 
makes the spade almost as important 
an adjunct of the modern infantry- 
man's kit as his rifle. Japanese genius 
provided a substitute. The soldiers car- 
ried empty sand bags. These they tilled 
by -scraping up the thiu surface of the 
earth which the situ had thawed. Sumo 
even carried blocks of wood. One man. 
we know, had a carpet bag. lie was 
found dead beside it. 


Except for the collection of mud 


houses a mile or more apart no cover 
other than ruts or ditches is available. 
The villages formed strategic' points, 
which became the centers of fierce co- 
agulations of strife. 


Likompau was a village in point. 


There occurred the bitterest fight to the 
west of Mukden. The streets and1 the 
compounds became shambles. 
Here 


was the center of tho'ie attacks by 
which the Japanese sought to rectify 
their line in Xogi's support, of those 
counter attacks by which Kuropatkin 
still hoped to retrieve his error and iso- 
late Xogi. One regiment iz reported to 
have held off a whole Russian division. 
Like the battalions of Kuroki's armies 
at Witosan, the Japanese here were 
told to stand to the last man. They 
stood. 


Melding the Center. 


By such sacrifices as this and the use 


of all his reserves Oku was not ouiy 
able to hold his own, but to make some 
advances on the 5th and Oth, when 
Nogi did nothing except to stiffen his 
line. As for Nodcu, with Oku's two di- 
visions on the center, it was not ex- 
pC'-Tod that he would make any head- 
way. Behind them were the comfort- 
ing barks of tbc howitzers and Krupps, 
which had torn the roofs off the heads 
of the defenders of Two Hundred and 
Three Meter hill at Port Arthur. They 
could not storm intrenchmeuts which 
the Russians had been months iu mak- 
ing. Their part presently was to hug 
the enemy so clore that he was always 
under threat of a decisive charge: that 
he dared not spare any men for other 
vital points. la some places Norton's 
men got to within three or four yards 
of the Russians, and there they lay 
sjeopless from coM. with the thermome- 
ter 1." or 20 degrees below freezing at 
night. 


Next to Nodzn was Kuroki. To him 


w:is assigned a task requiring (ho 
same versatility which 
has distin- 


guished his corps from the time of its 
eroding of the Yalu to tho present, 
lie has liuu to exhibit the qualities of 
a g.)f<d pedestrian, of the bulldog and 
the fox. At Liaoyang be fought Ms 
way through the mountains and on to 
tho plain, so at the Shiikhu and so at 
Mukden. But never once lias he bc"n 
allowed to remain on the plain after ho 
had reached it. 


Kuroki again faced steep slopes with 


narrow valleys between them. Kuro- 
patkin. who had been sa often fooled by 
tho old fox's work in the hills, was de- 
termined to hold him this time. 


Turning t 
r> Xogi. we find him making 


no advance nt all on th" 4tii and -~tb. 
On ihe iJlh he swung a little farther 
north. By this time the expected had 
luijij)"n"d. 
Tho reserves sent to the. 


ou--t early in the battle were mar-he :

and harder fighting «a< to come as had 
passed. The First army did not ciuch 
up with the Kussian nar guard until 
they were ten miles l...-.,,i,,i the Shakhe 
on the Sth. Thus far they had marched 
their columns away <Y.>!:i Knroki and 
Xod/.u as unimpeded us if they were 
coming home to bat racks after maneu- 
vers. The pursuers hud yet to cross the 
Hun river. That was the nr.tural sec- 
ond line of defense for The Russian left. 
A part of the First army reached the 
Hun on the Sth. It was still frozen on 
the iitb. when both X'nlzu and Kuroki 
were altogether up v. ;-h it. and Kuroki 
had n portion of liis command across. 
The Kussii'.us did not make a strong 
stuud here. 


Ihe release of all ihe reserves on the 


Russian left meani more troops to 
press the Japanese l-.rt. On the Oth 
Oku found himself in the face of in- 
trenched positions which he could not 
budge. At this point, now so clearly 
critical.'the Russians poured out blood 
as if it were wat'-r. Farther north 
they attacked Xoui iu masses with 
fiendish desperation. He hud one bri- 
gade annihilated. In one regiment of 
th;'.; brigade, I am e»l.t. but a single 
oilicer was alive and nin.vouuded. Still, 
on the whole, Xogi dkl not .sive ground. 
But could he stand sin-h another onset 
on the 10th? Certainly he could not ad- 
vance in face of one. 


That night of the !>th was the crisis 


of tho battle. 
Forumale.!y Oyarna's 


communications with hi-, corps had not 
been interrupted. lie know precisely 
what was going on over the hundred 
miles' length of his line. 


The part.-; of the Japanese right and 


Japanese left were now interchanged. 
Xogi had to resist the enemy's ham- 
mering while Kuroki swung to the 
northwest. The time had come when 
the right most break through and 
threaten the railroad on its own ac- 
count. With the Imperial guards to 
protect his flank, N-id;:a 011 the night 
of the Oth crossed the Hun and dashed 
forward. Morning found him well to 
the north of Mukden. There was hard, 
grim fighting iu the dark. Kuroki's 
other two divisions ul.:o kept on. The 
guards were temporarily checked, but 
pressed on at daylight. That did the 
business. 


But first another word about the 


First army. Two of the divisions were 
not yet across the Hun on the morning 
of the 10th. They were hotly engaged. 
At the same time a sand storm had cut 
all divisional communications. The di- 
vision attached to Xodzu w.'is well sep- 
arated from its mates. A staff oUi'-er 
was hurried forward to if. Without 
knowing the situation of the other two, 
he brought up all the available re- 
serves to tbe assistance of the isolated 
division, which was able to dash ahead 
and catch the thick of the retreat un- 
der its guns. 


With victory in the air the other two 


divisions were not to be denied. They 
made their crossing good. From that 
time onward no critic could have spo- 
ken of tho Japanese pursuit as slow. 
Kawamura's Yalu army was too far to 
the east to be brought to bear on the 
line of Russian retreat. Kuroki's men. 
heavily equipped, kept on for sixty 
miles with scarcely any sloop. 


The plan of concentration for a dash 


had succeeded as it has so often for 
tho Japanese1, ('ould Kuropatkin havo 
kept Kuroki ami Xodzu back another 
twenty-four hours, gradually drawing 
in his center while he held Nogi on his 
right, his army might have gr>t away 
without anything approaching the loss 
in prisoners that he sustained. Vv'ith 
Nodzu north of Mukden hi.-i center was 
in the neck of n bottle. The Ru>.-ians 
filed north in c >!nrrms along the rail- 
road as fast as th'-y could, with trans- 
portation Idock!:,^ the v.'ay. Thero w.is 
no safety for lii'-m until they .-houl.l 
get past Tiehling. Without: waiting, on 
a studied approach one of KuroUi's di- 
visions took the pass at the cost ol' a 
thousand cas.ua111* s. Thnt w;;s not in 
tho plan as a part of KnrokiV v.'ork. 
But the wire to grand hoadipiarlers 
w:is down no-.v for the first time. He 
could not wu'.t on permission. He .-aw 
the tiling to do was to take the pas--, 
and ho took it.
